SECTION 3. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep 
a record of all facts relative to births, specified in section one of 
this chapter and shall, on or before the fifth day of each month, 
report to the clerk of each city or town a correct list of all chil- 
dren born therein during the preceding month at whose birth 
they were present, stating the date and place of each birth, the 
name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the name, place 
of birth and residence of the parents, the maiden name of the 
mother, and the occupation of the father. If the child is il- 
legitimate the name of, and other facts relating to, the father shall 
not be stated, except at the request in writing of both father and 
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mother, filed with the return. The fee of the physician or mid- 
wife shall be twenty-five cents for each birth so reported, which 
shall be paid by the city or town where the report is made, upon 
presentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate from 
the city or town clerk, stating that said births have been properly 
reported to him. A physician or midwife who neglects to make 
and keep the record required herein and to report such list on or 
before the fifteenth day of the month shall for each offence forfeit 
not more than twenty-five dollars. 

SECTION 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

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The Park Commissioners submit herewith their Twelfth 
Annual Report for the year ending December 31, 1910. 

During the past season the various utilities were patronized 
more than ever before, giving additional proof of the wisdom of 
the town in establishing its park system. 

The Bath House shows a record of 7,135 baths for the 
season, of which 992 were of women and girls. The largest 
number in one day of men and boys was 171; and of women and 
girls 62. 

A large amount of food for the game and song birds was 
distributed by the Park Superintendent through the winter, 
thereby saving the lives of many as well as attracting them to the 
park territory. 

Under instructions of the Selectmen a considerable time was 
spent in the Gypsy and Brown ‘Tail Moth work, also in 
exterminating mosquitoes, This expense was paid by the park 
department. 

The Tenth Annual Field Day of the Draper Company 
Employees was held August 13th and was, if possible, a greater 
success than ever before. It is estimated that over four thousand 
people attended. 

The territory surrounding the pond is growing to be 
utilized more and more, as people become better acquainted with 
its many attractions. Several miles of foot paths connect the 
Bath House, the Park Shelter, Rawson’s Bridge, the Street 
Railway Station, etc. An unfailing water supply is found in 
the spring at foot of slope in Pine Grove on East side of Pond, 
and in the two springs on west side; one near a large white oak 
and the other at foot of an enormous red maple, both near the 
foot paths. Under the provisions of the new law in regard to 
public drinking cups, we have been obliged to remove the cups 
formerly furnished and those desiring water must provide their 
own facilities. 

We recommend the usual appropriation of $2,500 for the 
coming year.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF HOPEDALE: 

The seventeenth annual report of the superintendent of 
schools is herewith presented. 

With but two exceptions the schools have been under the same 
instruction as last year. Miss Rogers has been away on leave of 
absence since October, and is now pursuing a course of study in 
Teachers College, Columbia University. Miss Rogers’ efforts 
to obtain a college degree are quite characteristic, and in perfect 
harmony with her love for knowledge and her accurate scholar- 
ship. Miss Potts resigned her position at South Hopedale in 
order to take a normal school course at Bridgewater. ‘This is 
another illustration of fine professional spirit. Miss Potts was 
especially successful in this school. She was strong in discipline, 


skilful in instruction, and popular in the community. Miss_ 


Nina Burr, a graduate of Framingham Normal School, was 
elected to succeed Miss Potts, and Miss Kathryn Beaton was ap- 
pointed assistant in place of Miss Leach who resigned on account 
of ill health. 

More attention is now being given to the physical welfare 
of children than ever before because it is recognized that the 
physical condition of the child governs his intellectual progress 
and his future efficiency. Hopedale has been fully abreast of 
the times in this respect. No detail of modern sanitation has 
been neglected. Her school buildings are models of fitness to 
purpose. The heating, ventilation, and cleanly condition are 
unsurpassed. If comparisons were not invidious it would be per- 
missible to say that a representative of a publishing house who 
recently called at the high school remarked that it was the best 
kept school building he had visited. Our school day is not long, 
and the recesses are ample, with a long intermission at noon. 
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A fine public playground, good boating, bathing, and skating 
in their season—and all within a stone’s throw of the school 
grounds—leave little to be desired to make children healthy, 
happy, and strong. Last, but not least, perfectly sanitary bubble 
drinking fountains have been installed. This somewhat detailed 
statement has been made to show how thoughtful the municipality 
has been of the physical well-being of the children. 

In addition to all that has been specified, there remain two 
or three important matters for which the parents must be re- 
sponsible. By law the teachers are required to test the sight and 
hearing of all children in the public schools. ‘This year the 
school physician, Dr. Knight, has examined each individual pupil 
with reference to throat and nasal difficulties. It was not the 
intention to make these examinations especially rigid. A large 
number of minor cases were not reported at all and are not in- 
cluded in the figures that follow. However, a careful record is 
made of these slight defects, and the teachers keep close watch to 
see if they become worse. But, excluding all these minor de- 
fects, forty-two children have been reported to their parents as 
defective in sight, hearing, or breathing, and in each case the 
parent was advised to seek medical aid. It is evident that these 
defects are sufficiently serious to retard the progress of the child, 
for only a few of the forty-two find it easy to keep up to grade. 
It would be manifestly unfair to expect a lame child to win in 
a foot-race. It is equally unjust to expect a child who can not 
see the work on the blackboard or who can not hear more than 
half of the instruction or who has to labor for the very breath of 
life, to keep up with strong, healthy children. 

Only a small proportion of these children—one out of every 
seven— have as yet received treatment. While it is true that 
as many more report that they expect to be treated soon, still there 
remain thirty pupils, eonugh for an ordinary sized school, who 
require the services of a physician. ‘These cases are beyond the 
jurisdiction of the town, school authorities, or school physician. 
Only the parents have power to act. It is for them to remove 
the handicap and give the child a square deal and an equal chance 
with other children. 
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There is another matter pertaining to the physical welfare 
of the child to which I wish to make allusion in passing. A re- 
cent study of under-nourished children has been made in one of the 
large cities of the state. The surprising fact was revealed that 
many of these famished children come from families in comfort- 
able circumstances. It was found that entertainments and late 
hours, late rising and a hasty breakfast, food unsuited to the 
needs of growing children and too many sweets, were quite as in- 
jurious to the health of the children on ‘Quality street’? as the 
lack of food to the health of the children in the slums. But this 
whole topic is domestic rather than municipal. It would be 
scarcely proper to mention it at all except for the fact that good 
health is coming to be regarded as one of the nation’s greatest 
assets. In the campaign for the conservation of natural re- 
sources national vitality takes first rank. 

Besides giving additional attention to the physical welfare 
of the pupils, none of the old lines of work have been neglected. 
The sewing, basketry, and school garden have been continued under 
the same auspices as last year. A larger number of pupils have 
participated in these activities, the interest has increased, and 
the work has been better and more advanced. ‘The schools have 
been placed under lasting obligation to Mrs. Dutcher, Miss. 
Thayer, and Miss Smith, who have organized and so successfully 
conducted this industrial work for two years, and to the many 
ladies who have rendered such generous and efficient assistance. 

Valuable and generous as this volunteer service has been, 
we cannot expect it to continue indefinitely. It seems to me the 
school authorities should become responsible for these phases of 
the work at the beginning of the next school year. 

For certain reasons, definite plans for the introduction of vo- 
cational training have been deferred. ‘These reasons seem no 
longer to exist, and some specific scheme of industrial education, 
adapted to local needs and conditions, should be worked out. 
Whatever may be done ultimately, sewing and cooking for the 
girls and bench work for the boys are a safe beginning. It would 
probably require about five hundred dollars to complete the equip- 
ment of the two rooms at the high school designed for these

branches of work. ‘The instruction from September to January 
would cost from four to five hundred dollars, depending upon 
its character. It is hoped that these appropriations will be made. 

The stamp savings system is proving to be a most excellent 
and effective means of complying with the new law requiring 
the teaching of thrift in the public schools. More than a hun- 
dred pupils now have savings bank accounts, and about seventy- 
five of them were opened as a direct result of the stamp savings 
system. ‘The sale of stamps during the year and a half the system 
has been in operation amounts to more than seven hundred dollars, 
which averages almost two dollars for every child from the 
kindergarten to the ninth grade. Miss Smith offered a prize to 
the pupil saving the largest sum of money during the year, and this 
was won by Andrew Martin. He now deposits his earnings di- 
rectly in the bank as any business man would do. 

In writing a report it is always gratifying to be able to point 
out new types of activity which have been introduced, and to 
mention new and original things which are being done. Often 
more credit is to be obtained by doing one new thing poorly than 
for doing a dozen old things better than they have been done be- 
fore. ‘The special problem we have been trying to solve during 
the past year is not new, but it is subtle and difficult, difficult 
because it is subtle. It is the problem of child-training in a 
community of marked prosperity. 

For a long time it has been recognized that the problem of 
child-training in the prosperous family presents peculiar diff- 
culties. It is very natural for such parents in the kindness of their 
hearts and the abundance of their means to try to shield their 
children from the long struggle and the strenuous exertion 
through which the wealth and distinction of the family have been 
achieved. It is equally natural for the child to expect to share 
all that the family has accumulated or accomplished, and this 
without repeating any of its earlier struggles or experiences. 

In a town like Hopedale which has achieved unusual social, 
civic, and industrial success, the state of mind among the pupils 
and the conditions and problems in the schools are somewhat 
analogous to those of the well-to-do family. A child living in 
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such an environment beholds prosperity on every side, but he does 
not perceive the years of effort, the vast amount of labor, nor 
the careful and intelligent planning which this prosperity has 
cost. He is pleased to believe that it has all come as a matter of 
good fortune after the manner of story books, that he is entitled 
to a full share in it by divine right, and that all the good things 
he sees will surely be his by a sort of “‘gracious overflow.” The 
result of this state of mind is that the child develops a very large 
wishbone right where his backbone ought to be. 

It is our duty in the schools to show the fallacy of this 
reasoning and to correct it. This is the biggest problem we have 
been struggling with during the past year. It is a problem in 
the solution of which we shall need, and hereby invite, the co- 
operation of the parents. Almost without exception, parents are 
deeply interested in whatever concerns the welfare of their chil- 
dren. For this reason we approach you frankly and confidently 
with the following suggestions. 

It is a mistaken kindness to make things too easy for the 
child. Mind like muscle is developed only by use. Too much 
instruction and too little study is becoming a real danger in many 
schools. A vigorous intellect is impossible except as a result of 
vigorous mental exercise. Struggle produces strength, therefore. 
obstacles are a help instead of a hindrance when rightly under- 
stood. A fine character is developed only by the habitual exer- 
cise of the qualities that go to make up a fine character. In short, 
all growth and development of body, mind, and soul depend upon 
the earnest and sustained effort of the individual. 

These suggestions conform to the fundamental laws of 
nature. A tree growing on the hilltop exposed to all the winds 
that blow is sturdier, stronger, and tougher than one growing 
in the valley. A bird which spends most of its time in flight 
will develop an abnormal size and strength of bone and muscle 
in the wings, while its legs will be correspondingly dwarfed. 
Through constant use, the American Indian acquired a keenness 
and power of long-distance vision which the white man has never 
equalled. The blind fish in Mammoth Cave have rudimentary 
eyes which failed to develop simply because they were not used. 


; 
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Neither the tropics nor the frigid zones have ever produced a high 
civilization. In one case life is too easy and the people become 
indolent. The struggle for food, clothing, and shelter is alto- 
gether inadequate for the development of the strength, energies, 
and better qualities of the inhabitants. In the. other case, the 
struggle for the necessities of life is so severe that it exhausts and 
dwarfs the people. The temperate regions have been the source 
of all the world’s great achievements. 

The lesson is obvious. It is possible for the conditions of 
life to be too hard for the child, but this is usually due to cir- 
cumstances over which the parents seem to have no control. 
There is greater danger in the prosperous community that the 
conditions of life will be made too easy for the child. This is 
always due to circumstances which the parent may and should 
control. How to make the conditions of school life just right 
for the children of Hopedale—neither too hard nor too easy— 
is our great problem. 

The athlete who wishes to become physically fit must take 
his meals at the training table where the food is intended to build 
muscle rather than please the palate. He must take vigorous, 
systematic, daily exercise. The child who expects to become 
mentally fit and whose parents expect him to win in the contest 
of life must enter upon a course of training in school equally 
earnest and essentially the same in principle. 

The drawing and music have both been continued with the 
usual gratifying results. The teachers of these subjects have 
been so long in the service and have their work so thoroughly 
established that they were excused from making a special report 
this year. 

A detailed statement of conditions in the high school is sub- 
mitted by the principal. It is hoped Mr. Fenner’s report will 
receive the thoughtful attention of every citizen. 

With unbounded faith in the parents and pupils of Hopedale, 
and with the deepest gratitude for the uniform kindness and fine 
spirit of teachers and school officials, this report is respectfully 
submitted.

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Report of the Principal of the High School. 


Mr. F. G. ATWELL, SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
Dear Sir: 


I have the honor to submit herewith my report for the past 
year. 

The school year began Sept. 6, 1910, with an entering class 
of 23 and an enrolment of 43. Since that time three pupils 
have entered and three have left. 

In the administration of the school we have set a certain 
minimum of deportment, industry, and scholarship below which 
no pupil may go. The deportment has given us practically no 
trouble. We have insisted upon habits of industry within the 
school and have encouraged them without the school as best we 
could. Our failures in scholarship have been due to indolence 
or inability. To obtain our scholarship requirements we have 
first of all appealed to the parents and in most cases we have been 
very materially helped, while in other cases we have not. Then 
as a last resort we have dropped the pupil from the class in 
which he was doing the poorest work, thereby making him a 
special student, and advised him to work harder on the remaining 
subjects. Seven pupils have been dropped in this way. The 
choice is, here as elsewhere, work or fail, and the indolent, feeling 
that there is no place for them, are gradually getting to work 
or leaving school. . 

In the electing of subjects we have recommended that pu- 
pils who intend to continue their studies beyond: the high school 
do not elect physics or chemistry earlier than their third year. 

Pupils following academic courses are being well provided 
for, and our courses are sufficiently broad to meet the require- 
ments of practically all of the higher institutions. The school 
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is represented at present by twelve students in nine different 
higher institutions of learning. 

Considerable apparatus has been added to our laboratory 
equipment during the year so that now we are very well prepared 
to do the required work in elementary physics and chemistry. 

Throughout the year regular work has been done in sing- 
ing, public speaking, debating, and current events, and consid- 
erable interest has been shown in all of these branches. 

Last May a prize speaking contest was successfully given 
in the town hall, and the proceeds have been partly used in de- 
fraying the expenses of athletics in the school. 

Basket ball grounds have been laid out in the rear of the 
school building, and the game furnished good healthy exercise 
for all of the boys as long as the weather permitted. 

During the summer vacation the three plaster casts of the 
Parthenon frieze, given to the school by the Roundabout Club, ar- 
rived and have been placed in position. ‘These, together with 
the pictures which have been presented by the various classes 
after graduation, add greatly to the beauty of the interior of the 
school building. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the committee for their gen- 
erosity and loyal support, the superintendent for wise and 
sympathetic counsel, and my associates on the faculty for hearty 
cooperation in carrying on the work of the school.

The trustees wish to impress upon the inhabitants of the 
town that a public library is the proper place in which to de- 
posit any manuscript or printed matter of any kind, whether 
book, pamphlet, report, notice, poster, handbill or newspaper, 
that contains any direct or indirect reference to Hopedale. If 
each citizen will bear this in mind, and do his share in the matter, 
the library will eventually contain a more complete history of our 
town than can be made in any other way. 3 

The trustees will furthermore welcome any suggestion that 


will in any way increase the usefulness of the library. 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library respectfully 
submit the twenty-fifth annual report and the eleventh from the 
new building. 

All statistics and figures will be found in the report of the 
librarian, which follows. 

The increase in the number of books made it imperative 
to increase the shelf room and as the library was built with 
alcoves, to be able to place stacks in each one as needed, the plan 
was carried out. ‘Two sets of stacks were put in place, increasing 
the capacity more than fifteen hundred volumes and giving all the 
extra space that will probably be needed in several years, and this 
made a slight change in some of the chandeliers necessary. 

We take great pleasure in reporting our branch library at 
South Hopedale. Branch libraries are very general throughout 
the country, and markedly so in our own state. When some 
central place can be found and an interested, willing worker will 
undertake the care and the distribution of books, the work is most 
satisfactory. Such a worker was found in Mrs. A. F. W. Smith, 
at whose home the library was installed. 

Miss Hattie Durgin has been giving the usual amount of 
time required to learning the desk- work, that she may be called 
upon as one of the assistants, when necessary. But little extra 
work is needed, as our efficient janitor can do the desk work, assist 
in taking account of stock and help in many other ways. Our 
efficiency is continued through the devoted attention of our 
librarian and her personal assistant, both of whom are ready to 
give all needed help and who, with the trustees, urge suggestions 
for betterment along every line of library work. 

The Sunday opening still seems wise. We have had an 
average of 11, the largest number for any one Sunday being 23 
and this makes the trustees feel warranted in keeping to the plan 
adopted ten years ago. 
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The trustees are considering what change is wisest to make 
the fountain of greatest service. Since the new law has been 
passed, demanding individual drinking cups, some new plan must 
be adopted and if there is delay in the general use of the water, 
‘twill be because an effort is being made to make the change 
which shall be permanent and satisfactory. 

Miss Bailey has presented the library the original manu- 
script of the Inductive Harbinger, 1851—1858. This is the 
reports of secretaries of the Monday evening meetings, held 
in our village during the above years when papers were pre- 
sented by the people of Hopedale, some of whom are still living. 
The librarian will be glad to loan this gift to anyone interested. 

Mr. and Mrs. Edward L. Osgood presented the picture of 
Whittier, a brief history of which seems well worth recording. 
This original portrait of Whittier was done by an artist, Mr. 
Thompson, then greatly in vogue, for the publishing firm of 
Fields, Osgood and Company, about the time Mr. Whittier came 
most prominently before the public. After the dissolution of the 
firm, Mr. James R. Osgood owned the portrait and greatly prized 
it, especially as Mr. Whittier always very much liked it him- 
self. Mr. James R. Osgood gave it to his brother, Mr. Edward 
L. Osgood, and as the portrait has grown to be of importance, | 
Mr. Osgood felt it should be in a public place somewhere in New 
England, as Mr. Whittier is so identified with this part of our 
country, with its history during a very stirring period and comes 
so closely to the hearts of its people, Mr. Osgood’s choice for 
a place to hang the portrait was the Bancroft Memorial Library 
and with the approval of the trustees it was placed on the walls.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the fourth annual re- 
port: 


CIRCULATION. 


The library has been open 304 days for the circulation of 
books, with an average of 69 books each day. ‘The largest num- 
ber of books loaned on any one day was 187 on Feb. 12, the 
smallest 20,.on August 2. 

The total circulation, including the South Hopedale Branch, 
was 21,306. This is 1257 volumes less than last year. While 
this year’s circulation is larger than in 1905, or any year previous, 
it is smaller than either of the last four years. The monthly totals 
of circulation began to decrease in August, 1909, seventeen 
months ago. No month since has equalled the corresponding 
month in 1908, with the exception of January, 1910. A de- 
creased circulation seems fairly general in public libraries 
throughout the country. It is attributed to various causes, in- 
cluding automobiles, moving picture shows, and pay circulating 
libraries. 


READING ROOM. 


The reading room has been open 304 days, with 8616 vis- 
itors, an average daily attendance of 28. The library has been 
open in addition on 20 Sunday afternoons, and used by 226 
visitors, an average of 11 each Sunday. About a third of the 
users of the reading room have been men, the exact number be- 
ing 2675. 


Books. 


During the past year 607 volumes have been added to the 
library, making a total of 10,591 volumes. The unusually large 
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number of volumes added is accounted for by the number of 
public documents, which it has been necessary to secure in order 
to complete the various sets retained by the library. 

The edition of Scott, purchased with the Bancroft fund, is 
the twenty-five volume Jensen Society edition, bound in one-half 
leather and most attractive in every way. Five books listed 
elsewhere were bought with the Gen. Draper money. With 
the five hundred dollars given by the late Gen. Draper in 1900, for 
the purchase of books in the useful arts, 180 volumes have been 
bought. On Dec. 31, 1910 there remained unexpended $118.27. 
This fund has gained during the ten years nearly one hundred 
dollars in interest. 


Pusiic DOCUMENTS. 


The catalogue of the National and State documents has been 
completed this last year. About 1200 volumes which seemed un- 
suited to our local needs have been returned or disposed of. ‘The 
missing volumes in the sets retained have been secured as far as 
possible. This collection now numbers about 1200 volumes as 
carefully classified, catalogued and shelved as the main library. 
This work on the public documents has extended over a period of 
three years, only such time having been given to it as could be 
found in addition to that required by routine work. 


SouTH HoPpEDALE BRANCH 


The South Hopedale Branch was first opened on March 6, 
1903. At the end of seventen months so few people were using 
the books that it seemed unwise to continue its existence. Last 
September the Trustees voted to re-open the Branch. Mrs. A. F. 
W. Smith has acted as librarian and has the library at her house. 
The results have been most satisfactory, as the statistics given in 
another place will show—569 books having been loaned in four 
months. A book case was purchased holding rather more than a 
hundred books. Not more than 125 volumes are kept at Mrs. 
Smith’s house as a permanent deposit. The individual books 
are constantly changing as about fifteen new ones are sent each 
week, including books specially asked for. ‘The recent numbers

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of the magazines, which have been donated for the “give away 
table” have also been sent and next to fiction have had the largest 
circulation. Encouraged by this large circulation of the maga- 
zines, the Trustees have subscribed for duplicate copies of the 
following magazines especially for the Branch: Good House- 
keeping, Ladies’ Home Journal, McClures, Saint Nicholas, Scrib- 
ner’s and Woman’s Home Companion. An agricultural paper 
is to be added as soon as a satisfactory one can be decided upon 
All the privileges and restrictions are the same as at the main 
library, with this exception, that books can be drawn but once a 
week on Thursday, from 3—4.30 p. m. The success of this re- 
opening is in a large measure due to the enthusiasm and helpful 
co-operation of the Branch librarian, Mrs. Smith. 


WoRK WITH THE SCHOOLS. 


During the first six months of this year books were sent 
directly to the South Hopedale school building as in past years. 
With the opening of the South Hopedale Branch Library, in 
September, the juvenile books were sent there instead, with the 
result that in four months 231 children’s books have been cir- 
culated. 

Four lessons on the use of books, the card catalogue, and 
this library, have been given by the librarian at the library to the 
Freshmen and Sophomores from the High School. These 
lessons have been given since the opening of the school in 
September. 

Since October first the Library Bulletin Board has been 
kept in grade VI, and each pupil of that grade, either alone or 
with one other, has visited the library and been taught to use 
the Saint Nicholas Index. 


Loca HISTORY. 


All the photographs which have been given the library from 
time to time as well as some purchased, have this year been mount- 
ed in the loose leaf album by Mrs. Fred Ball. ‘Three prints of 
local interest have been given during the year by Mr. J. S. Henry. 
Miss Bailey has given the original manuscript of the Inductive 
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Harbinger from 1851 through 1858. These are reports of 
meetings held during those years, in Hopedale. 


EXHIBITS. 


The Library Art Club has sent sixteen exhibits as follows: 
Norway, No. 1; Concord; Dutch art; rulers of Italy; Whistler ; 
Yellowstone, No. 2; Famous pictures; Southern coast of Eng- 
land; Eighteenth century color prints; Fashions in Paris; Wal- 
lace Nutting pictures; One hundred famous men; Yosemite, 
No. 1; Old Boston; Japanese color prints; Mythological 
pictures. 


GENERAL. 


The new desk bought last year has been placed in front of the 
windows in the children’s alcove and since the first of June all 
books circulated during the afternoon (2—5.30) are charged and 
discharged there. By this arrangement it is possible to substitute 
natural light, for several hours each day, in place of the artificial 
light, always necessary at the central desk. 

Since 1899 at least fifteen books have been added to the 
library each alternate Saturday, without exception and through 
the courtesy of the Milford Journal a list of these additions has 
been printed in their paper. Since August first the new books 
remain in the reading room for two weeks before being put in 
circulation. During this time they are looked over and read there. 
Cards may be left for them in advance, under the usual conditions, 
and often are. 

In order to use the space in the new stacks to the best ad- 
vantage, the books in several alcoves have been moved. The 
unbound magazines, poetry and biography have an entirely new 
location, while fiction and juveniles have been extended into other 
alcoves. The present arrangements should remain permanent un- 
til more stacks are added.
